NEW YORK, April 25.—Con- 
flicting statements ‘were made 
tonight on the result of the first 
day of the strike called by the 
Industrial Workers of the World 
transport workers’ union, The 
union’s publicity committee an- 
nounced that ten ocean-going 
steamships had been left without 
crews and that seamen were 
walking ashore irrespective of 
nationality or affiliation. Steam- 
ship owners and shipping board 
officials declared, however, the 
harbor’s shipping was unham- 
pered. 

The real test of the strike is 
expected Saturday, the port’s| 
heaviest sailing day, when usual- 
ly more than a score of large 
passenger liners dnd freighters 


put to sea. 

Six liners were delayed today 
through the reported walkout of 
alien firemen, but their places were 
filleqd and the ships proceeded. 
Delay also in the departure of a

Yor Months Ice-bound Ooast of 
Newfoundland Has Prevent- 
ed Relief Being Sent 


DUBLIN, April 25.—The final 
chapter of the battle last week, in 
which @ band of Irish republicans 
were besieged in a cave on the 
Kerry coast by Free State troops, 
was written today with the execu- 
tions at Tralee of three of the four 
captured irregulars. They were 
Richard Hathaway, a deserter from 
the British army, James McEnry 
and John Greaney. 

In explanation of the execution of 
the captives, it was stated tonight 
that they had broken the pledges 
made upon the occasion of a pre- 
vious serrender not to fight against 
the Free State. In statements made 
after their capture in the cave, they 
set forth that, prior to giving their 
pledges, they had been members 
of the flying column headed by 
Lyons, commander of the cave gar- 
rison, and that they had rejoined 
him only because of the threats by 
Humphrey Murphy, irregular lead- 
er, that they would be shot within 
24 hours for desertion unless they 
did eo. Lyons was killed in the 
fight at the cave.

TURKS OBJECT TO 
USE OF “PROTEGES” 


Privileges for Foreigners in 
Turkey Ie Discussed in 
Committee 


LAUSANNE, April 25—The allied 
delegates to the Near East confer- 
ence today refused the demand by 
the Turks for arbitration of the 
question of the Sovereignty of Cas- 


teloriza island, off the Asia Minor 
coast, which is now held by Italy 
and cluimed by Turkey, 

The Turkish representatives pro- 
tested betore the economic commit- 
tee of the conference today against 
the use of the word “proteges” in 
the clause of the allied draft treaty 
concerning the property and inter- 
ests of foreigners in Turkey. They 
declared there had never been such 
a thing as “proteges’ in Turkey, 
and intimated there never would be, 
if they had their way. 

Foreigners’ Privileges 

The question of privileges for for- 
eigners in Turkey, which the Turks 
asgert were abolished in 1914, was 
raised in the political committee 
conference today, when the allies 
demanded restitution of the income 
taxes collected from foreigners dur- 
ing the war; the allies insisted that 
the levy was illegal, being in viola- 
tion of the capitulation rights of 
foreigners, 

The unilateral declaration of the 
Turks in 1914, the allies held, did 
not modify the eituation. It was 
decided to reserve the income tax 
question until the entire problem of 
«wapitulations comes up for setie-

THE RESULTS OF DELAY. 


For a week several towns and cities in Mani- 
toba have been more or less under water, and a 
large area of farming land has been submerged 
because an ice jam was allowed to form in the 
Assiniboine river. A similar condition developed 
at Kansas City, Missouri, a few weeks ago. In this 
era of high explosives and airplanes it seems 
curious that rivers have to get firmly blocked, 
people flooded out of their homes, millions of dol- 
lars wasted, and sometimes lives lost, before the 
authorities take the obvious course to deal with 
the situation, A few well laced charges of dyna- 
mite would have saved lives and property in both 
these areas if they had been used early enough to 
break up the ice and keep it moving. 


REAL HOME RULE? 


Mr. James Larkin, the ‘‘Irish’’ labor leader 
who was born in England, made himself a nuis- 
ance in both countries, and is now being deported 
from the United States, will likely be told to keep 
out of the Free State. And meantime the Gov- 
ernment troops are hunting for Mr. De Valera as 
though they really wanted to find him. It rather 
looks as though Ireland had got tired being made 
an outlaw zone where renegades of foreign na- 
tionality and race may shoot, pillage and agitate 
to their hearts’ content under pretence that they 
are doing something to make it a more pleasant 
and prosperous place to live in.

THE AGE OF DESIRE. 


) *Jaajor Hugh Douglas has been telling a parlia- 
mentary committee that the world is headed 
straight for disaster, because so many people see 
things they want and cannot have, That is pu- 
ting it strong, but there is an element of truth in 
the statement. But the remedy does not lie in 
Governmental measures for making everybody 
rich enough to get everything they want. Govern- 
ments have been trying to do that from the be- 
ginning of time and they are no nearer success 
than when they began. The remedy lies with the 
individual, and with him only. People want too 
many things in these days of fast living, a good 
many more things than they are willing to work 
for, and save for, and do without until they have 
the money in hand. It would make for the elimin- 
ation of discontent and the spread of happiness 
if there were a more general recognition of the 
principle that ‘‘A man’s life consisteth not in the 
‘Sebnndarce of the things which he possesseth.’’ 
To want less is to worry less. 


THE TAX BILLS. 


The total assessment of property in the city is 
approximately a million dollars less than t 
year, and the tax rate a fraction of a mill higher. 
That apparently means that the tax bills will 
amount to about the same figure this year as last, 
However disappointing that may be to the in- 
dividual, it can hardly be unexpected. The city is 
still cutting down the amount of taxable property, 
by taking over premises against which there are 
arrears. The school board is spending more 
money than last year; and there has not been any 
wholesale slashing of expenditure in other depart- 
meuts. There was therefore no ground upon 
which to suppose that levy would be substantially 
reduced, If the taxpayers want small tax bills 
they will have to develop a demand for less out- 
lay; and perhaps also put a stop to the process of 
confiscating property, and thus reducing the 
number of pockets out of which the civie revenue 
is drawn. 


amount of preliminary attention it deserved and 
could have got. Forest protection, however, is 
not a job that can be done in any one week. The 
rules laid down for the information and guidance 
of the public are applicable at all times and under 
all conditions, and unless they are observed all 
the year round when conditions are favorable for 
the spread of fires the object of the movement 
cannot be attained, 

Tn this particular part of Canada the import- 
ance of preventing forest fires does not get over- 
due attention. This is a ‘‘brush’’ country, and 
fire is the cheapest and quickest instrument the 
homesteader can employ in clearing a raw quarter 
section, Without its fairly free use the process of 
converting scrubby land into cultivated fields 
would be the job of a lifetime, and a desperately 
hard and frightfully expensive job at that. But 
there is all the difference in the world between 
burning off an area of brush and wiping out a 
block of merchantable timber. The one is a mea- 
sure of economy; the other the destruction of a 
store of wealth that can only be replaced in a cen- 
tury. The one is good business from the stand- 
point of the individaul and the country ; the other 
is the worst kind of bad business from every 
standpoint. While brush fires have to be used in 
clearing large portions of central and northern 
Alberta, there are great areas of valuable timber, 
and vast stretches of broken country which ought 
to produce timber in future years, where fires can 
destroy individual and national wealth of incal- 
culable amount. The world is running short of 
timber, the particular kinds of timber that Canada 
éan supply if its people will only give it a chance 
to grow and harvest it in proportion as the crop 
matures. .ilberta is certainly not a province 
where we can afford to wantonly destroy any 
resource that is already worth read money and is 
bound to be worth more as the years come. 

Official proclemations sometimes make dry 
reading, and they are hardly cast in the literary 
mould. But this particular one may be worth 
re producing as it stands, for every paragraph of 
it is important enough to be read twice. The pre- 
liminary clauses summarize the reasons why for- 
ests should be preserved, and the latter ones tell 
how the public con co-operate in the effort to save 
them. Some of the reasons as stated may not be 
very flattering to our national good sense; for 
instance, the statement that ‘‘the great majority 
‘‘of forest fires are entirely attributable to inex- 
‘‘cusable neglect or ignorance, and are therefore 
preventable.’’ Perhaps they will be the longer 


remembered for this ‘‘jolt.’’ The proclamation 
follows:

And whereas it ia shown by the statistics of the 
several forest authorities of the Dominion that the 
forest resources have suffered enormous lomes 
through the occurrence of forest fires and that the 
loss through euch fires hes far exceeded in amount 
the depletion in timber wealth through legitimate 
cutting operations; 

And whereas our Dominion is recognized as the 
main source of supply of coniferous timber within 
our Empire and it is essential that, if Canada is to 
retain and develop her position as an exporter of 
forest products, the unnecemwary losses through 
forest fires must be curtailed; 

And whereas in many cases forest fires have re- 
wulted in disastrous loss of life and of veluable 
property other than timber wealth; 

And whereas apart from direct lows through the 
agency of fire, the vitality of the forest is seriously 
impaired, thus rendering it unduly susceptible to 
attack by insect and fungus pests; 

And whereas forest fires disturb the equilibrium 
of stream flow, lower the water table, and frequently 
give rise to serious erosive effects; 

And whereas the great majority of forest fires 
are entirely attributable to inxecusable neglect or 
ignorance, and are therefore preventable, and the 
exercise of reasonable prudence and proper care- 
fulness on the part of responsible individuals would 
reduce the timber losses by fire in Canada, to small 
proportions; 

And whereas it is desirable that the attention 
of the public be directed to the extent and under- 
lying causes of the preventable loss of life and 
property by fire and to the best and most practic- 
able means for ite contro] and that a specific period 
of the year be set apart and properly designated for 
the dissemination of such information,—- 

Now know ye that we by and with the advice of 
our privy council of Canada have thought fit to 
appoint and do appoint the week commencing Sunday, 
the twenty-second day of April and ending on Satur- 
day, the twenty-elghth day of April in present year 
as ‘Save the Forest Week,” during which period the 
citizens of our Dominion shall be enireated earnestly 
to consider the facts herein before set out, to give 
careful heed to information disseminted by the vari- 
ous forest protective agencies, and in particular to act 
upon the following suggestions: 


1. That settlers and others engaged in the clearing 
of land should fully Obeerve the fire laws of the 
Dominion and of the province, Which laws have 
been enacted for their protection, as well as for 
the preservation of our timber resources. 

2. That at this time of the year, when thousands 
are looking forward to apending their summer 
vaction in the woods, all should take cognizance 
of the fact that the camp-fire, which is one of the 
most pleasant and valuable adjuncts of camp 
Mfe, may, if neglected, easily result in disaster; 
and that to prevent repetition of such losses as 
has been annvaly! sustained from this cause, all 
persons should familarize themselves with the 
proper methods of building, using, and extin- 
guishing such fires 

$8. That loggers, sawmi!! operators and others § in- 
terested in timber operations should see that all 
equipment and appliances designed to prevent the 
origin or spread of fires ghal! be overhauled and 
placed in a state of thorough repair: thet much 
persons should review with care the fire protec- 
tion requirements of the legislation under which 
they operate; and that they should see that all 
employes working under their direction are 
properly instructed e# to the danger of fire.
